Resident Patients 
Fewer 8th W ar in 
Mental Hospitals 


ALBANY, N.Y. (A P )-F o r the 
eighth consecutive year, the resi­ 
dent population in New York State 
mental hospitals declined during 
the fiscal year that ended March 
31, although the hospitals treated 
a record number of patients. 
A report made public Wednes­ 
day by Gov’. Rockefeller’s office 
said the hospitals treated 117,141 
patients during the period. 
A total of 30,629 patients were 
admitted to the hospitals. The ad­ 
missions 
however, 
were 
more 
than offset by the discharge of 
21,770 patients and the deaths of 
9,410 elderly patients. 
Public Confidence Helps 
Dr. Paul H. Hoch, state mental 
hygiene commissioner, said in tho 
report that "the public has ac­ 
quired more and more confidence 
in the state hospitals as we have 
improved 
our 
treatment 
pro­ 
cedures, shortened the length of 
hospitalization 
and 
encouraged 
vol tint ary admissions." 
As of March 31, the resident 
papulation of the hospitals was 
85 961—188 fewer than the total on 
the corresponding date in 1962. 
The all-tim e high was nearly 100,- 
OOO patients in 1955, 
The number of admissions was 
ll per cent higher than in the 
previous fiscal year, the report 
said, and 45 per cent higher than 
in 1955-56. 
During the last fiscal year. the 
number of patients released was 
IO per cent higher than in 1961-62 
and 63 per cent higher than in 
1955-56.

BOSTON 
(AP) — Behind 
last 
Thursday’s aboil ive bombing raid 
on a Havana oil refinery lies an 
amazing, even frightening, story. 
It is a story of secret Florida 
"arsenals", . , A makeshift air 
"fleet". . . gun running missions 
to the Cuban coast. . , and a band 
of American adventurers willing 
to risk war to gain Fidel Castro’s 
overthrow. 
Their raid on the Cuban refinery 
last week was merely one facet of 
their operations. I got a first-hand 
look at some of the others during 
four hair-raising days spent with 
these self-styled freedom fighters 
earlier this month. 
Among o 'her things: 
I watched some of their Cuban- 
oxile comrades load hand gren­ 
ades in a Miami apartm ent. 
I saw* a I OO-pound high explo­ 
sive bomb in a backyard Miami 
shed. 
I flew to a hidden arm s cache on 
a tiny key in the Caribbean. 
Harrowing 
Night 
I spent a harrowing night in the 
Florida Strait, on a boat which 
dropped off guns and ammunition 
on a Cuban beach for anti-Castro 
guerrillas. 
The trip began with a phone call 
from Alexander I. Rorke, Jr., a 
36-year-old New Yorker who is 
head of a gioup known as U.S. 
Freedom Fighters and their chief 
recruiter. 
He was later to take part in the 
air attack on Havana. 
I first had contacted Rorke sev­ 
eral days earlier to ask about his 
efforts to sign up students at liar- j 
vard. Boston College and other loc 
campuses for his clandestine or­ 
ganization. 
Invited Along 
" I’m flying to Florida and the 
Bahamas tonight to get my boat I 
back and annoy Castro." he told! 
me. "W ant to come along? 
The boat Rorke r e fe r r e d to was ' 
Vioiynn III. It had finally turned 
up in Miami with its arew of 16 
Cuban exile* and one American.

After 60 years of tr.umph and 
trial in the mother of Parliam ents 
Sir Winston Churchill announced 
Wednesday be is quitting politics 
because of his health. 
The 88-j ear-old statesm an’s re­ 
gretful derision evoked deep feel­ 
ing of sain ss throughout Britain 
that he felt he had to go and 
pride in ak that he had done, 
‘ We will 
never see 
his 
like 
again." said many. 
The old war horse, .slowed by 
age and physical decline, said he 
will not be a candid '*.* in the next 
general election, due by October 
1961 
He will remain a member 
of Commons until Parliament is 
dissolved before the election. 
Churchill wrote his Cbrwervative 
supporters in his electoral district 
of Woodford that his accident last 
w a r 
when 
he 
fell 
and 
broke I 
his left thigh, "greatly decreased 
my mobility, anil it has become 
difficult 
for 
me 
to attend 
the 
House of Commons as I would 
wish." 
I need not tell you with what I 


I sadness I feel constrained to take 
of this step." he said. 
Churchill’s 
60-year 
career 
in 
Commons 
was 
unmatched 
for 
brilliance and achievement. 
From a brash, outspoken strip­ 
ling legislator of 26, he rose to 
immortality in his own lifetime. 
He made a shaky’ start, failing 
in his first race for Commons in 
1899. He made it the next year. 
Except for two years in the politi­ 
cal wilderness, when he was voted 
out of office in the 1920s, he has 
been a member of Commons ever 
since. Priding himself on being a 
"child of the House of Commons." 
he declined a peerage to remain 
there. 
His career included nearly every 
cabinet office except foreign sec­ 
retary. The highest 
prize came 
when he was 65. on May IO, 1949. 
His unheeded prophecies of peril 
had 
pieced correct and Britain 
faced defeat from the Nazis. He 
to *k over the reins of government 
from 
Neville 
Chamberlain 
and 
three 
days 
later, 
in 
his 
first 
speech as prime minister, offered 
his people 
"nothing 
but 
blood 
toil, tears arni sweat."

Graw-Hill M arch-April survey of business invest­ 
m ent intentions for the rest of the year. In 1962 
businessmen planned a piddling one per cent in­ 
crease in plant investm ent for 1963. B ut now the 
projected figure for new capital spending is $40 
billion-plus, which is some seven per cent more 
than the 1962 rate. And, as the boom feeds on 
itself, tho $40 billion investment figure may be 
exceeded by considerably more than anybody is 
currently prophesying. 
Tile projected new investm ent is already stim ­ 
ulating the m achine tool industry. O rders for 
cutting tools are burgeoning: in the first quarter 
of this year they came close to hitting $160 mil­ 
lion. a top that hasn’t been reached since 1957. 
Since the capital goods m arket undergirds

year for consum er spending. Gasoline prices have 
already risen in the Middle West, indicating that

Yet the 
Kennedy A dm inistration insists that it still needs 
a planned $12 billion budgetary deficit to save us 
from depression. The House of Representatives, 
responding to short-sighted pressures both from 
the W hite House' and from the grassroots, has 
approved a $450 million outlay for public works 
supplem ental appropriations.

current business pickup should be 
much dearer before May is over. 
Two of the biggest uncertainties 
today are labor relations in the 
steel industry and the chances for 
tax cuts this year. Both influence 
much of the recent gains in manu­ 
facturers' new orders and indus­ 
trial production. Both could be out 
of the guessing stage at least and 
into the open before the month’s 
end, even if neither is resolved till 
late in the summer. 
Threat Boosts Orders 
The threat of a strike is boosting 
s 'eel orders, and, to that extent, 
putting the industrial picture out 
of focus. The issues involved be­ 
tween the United Steelworkers Un­ 
ion and management—once they 
take form—could influence much 
of the labor-management pattern 
in many other industries for the 
pest of the year. Some fear 1963 
will see a basic showdown on such 
issues as job security and auto­ 
mation. 
The promise of tax cuts is influ­ 
encing much consumer and busi­ 
ness planning. But until the tax 
pattern takes clearer shape before 
congressional committee, it is still 
guesswork, especially as to the 
timing of any cuts. 
And to a degree the two prob­ 
lems are interacting on each oth­ 
er. 
The rush of steel ordering which 
gives 
industrial 
pinduct ion 
a 
healthy glow just now has boosted 
the prospects of higher corporate 
profits and individual incomes. To 
that extent it has eased the talk 
of a possible recession which earli­ 
er lay behind much of the push for 
tax cutting. 


Tax Estimate Rosy 
At the same time the better 
profit and income outlook has giv­ 
en the United States Treasury a 
more optimistic estimate of tax 
collections, and therefore pared its 
idea of the size of Mio next fiscal 
year's federal deficit if tax rates 
are cut. Thus the steed labor ques­ 
tion is affecting the debates in 
Congress on taxes. 
But 
the promised revision of 
corporale tax rates, along with al­ 
ready realized relaxation in depre­ 
ciation allowance rules for tax 
purposes, improves the profit out­ 
look for business. This in turn 
whets the appetite of labor for a 
bigger share of the larger returns. 
And in the ease of steel the recent 
selective price rises gives I a boa’ an 
added talking point. 
Many other industries till be 
watching any reopening of labor 
contracts with 
the Steelworkers 
and especially what form any new 
demands by the union may take. 
Steel contracts have set patterns 
in the past. 
And st r d price rises have been 
followed by some increases in oth­ 
er lines, Steel isn't the only indus­ 
try that feels price rigidity has 
pinched its prof Ms. 
And if prices rise, and if taxes 
are cut, profits will go higher. 
And so perhaps will labor's age 
and fringe benefit demands. 
This 
month should 
see 
some 
idea of what the Steelwork ens will 
want and their chance of getting 
it without a strike—and of the like­ 
lihood of such demands spreading 
to other industries. 
It also could bring a clearer pic­ 
ture of what Congress will do 
about taxes. 
And then business should know 
how 
much of 
today's 
business 
pickup is for real and how much 
is for hedging or other guesswork.

The broiler, a modern techno­ 
logical miracle, will soon reach 
its seasonal height of popularity 
with American oaters. Though 
much used the year round, broil­ 
ers are consumed in largest quan­ 
tities during the summer months, 
says Louise M. Kakargo, asst, 
home demotist rat ion agent. 
Broiler supplies typically ex­ 
pand during summer, and the 
seasonal build-up in m arketings 
is under way. Shoppers may look 
forward to ample supplies of the 
birds this summer though m ar­ 
ketings 
may 
not 
quite 
equal 
those of a year ago. Little dif­ 
ference in prices from last year 
is expected, and broilers will con­ 
tinue an economical choice for 
the family food shopper’s budget 
all sum m er long. 
Shoppers have a variety of 
choices 
when 
buying 
broilers. 
Typically, broilers are available 
whole, spit, quartered, cut into 
pieces, and by the part, such as 
breasts or legs and thighs. The 
price per pound for whole broil­ 
ers is usually the same or only a 
cent or two less than for the cut­ 
up 
broilers. 
Cutting 
a 
whole 
broiler into parts or pieces usual­ 
ly involves a small 2 per cent 
weight loss, thus choice between 
the whole birds and the cut-up 
ones is mainly a m atter of use. 
not price.

serving of cut-up broilers. Some 
shoppers may prefer to buy broil­ 
ers for serving as halves; others, 
for serving as quarters. Thus a

eviscerated. New York dressed 
biids at times acquired strong 
flavors from the viscera Today’s 
product is considered by most 
to be superior to the old style. 
To retain the fresh flavor of 
broilers, select those that are 
not only meaty and plump, but 
also free from bruises and other 
discolorations. Broilers, like all 
fresh moats, are perishable and 
must be stored properly. Store 
those to be used shortly in the 
coldest, non-freezing part of the 
refrigerator. But first, remove 
the original w rapper from the 
broiler, wash and dry the bird, 
and then rewrap loosely to al­ 
low’ air to circulate around it. 
This will keep the surface diy 
and retard bacterial growth that 
sometimes causes an object ion- 
able odor. F'or top quality, use 
the broiler in one or two days.
